Last week, through some mi¬ 
raculous process not yet fully 
unrlerstod by me, the Sierra 
Macire News came out approxi¬ 
mately on time. 

I hope you enjoyed our first 
issue. It contained many a laux 
pas, I discovered to my dismay, 
l)ut I don’t suppose The News 
would be known—affectionate¬ 
ly, I hope—as the “Squeak” if 
it were perfect each week. Who 
likes anything or anybody that 
is perfect? 

In the intervening seven days 
I —an outiander, still— learned 
a little more about Sierra 
Madre, about its peopie and its 
peculiarities. 

Most of wliat I learned I 
liked. The people here seem 
amazingly friendly, much more 
so, I believe, than they would 
be in a similar town in New 
England. Why this is so I have 
not yet discovered for sure. 

Perhaps it’s because so many 
Iieople in Sierra Madre and in 
Hastings Ranch are transplant¬ 
ed easterners or mid-westerners 
or southerners. Like my wife 
and I, they came here strangers 
and were embraced by other 
lonely strangers. The friendly 
habit took root and grow into 
a profusion of social groups, 
civic clubs and fraternal organ¬ 
izations. 

Never before have I .seen 
such a welter of organizations 
who.se members work so hard. 
There are the Lions and Ki- 
wanis, of course, and the 
Chamber of Commerce, Friends 
of the Library, the Semanons, 
the Civic Affairs Assn., the 
Democratic Club, the Tennis 
Club, the Republican Club, the 
Nur.sery School—and a host of 
others. 

The unusual thing about it 
all is that most of these organ¬ 
izations seem to accomplish 
something. 

In the Sierra Madre cliffs or 
canyon, I understand, live 
many established- and budding 
writers and artists of all de¬ 
scriptions, as well as the more 
earthy wage-earners like my¬ 
self. 

This canyon must surely be 
one of the unique spots in the 
United States. It looks like 
Spain (I’ve never been there) 
or Italy (I’ve never been there, 
either). 

Now, inevitably, I must turn 
to some of the things that are 
not particularly impressive. 

The smog, of course, is the 
bane of everybody's existence. 
It’s a pity the warming sun¬ 
shine and beautifully clear air 
must be polluted by acrid gas. 

Someday, I suppose, man-cre¬ 
ated smog will be whipped by 
man. In the meantime, as one 
discerning Sierra Madrean re¬ 
marked, “We don’t have to 
worry about the Russian here. 
We’ll ail be killed off by the 
smog before we go to war with 
the Reds.” 

Another disturbing facet of 
Sierra Madre life is the preca¬ 
rious position of our schools, 
caused primarily, I understand, 
by the defeat of the proposed 
school tax increase. 

An observer driving through 
this delightful town, the major¬ 
ity of whose residents are obvi¬ 
ously in the middle and upper 
Income brackets, would be as¬ 
tonished, I’m sure, to learn the 
public schools have no music 
teacher, a dark cafeteria and 
no bus service. 

And all because there isn’t 
enough money to support what 
are considered educational ne¬ 
cessities in some of the mean¬ 
est towns! 

Perhaps there were good rea¬ 
sons for voting against the tax 
increase? Maybe the issue was 
not presented properly? But I 
hope the situation will be rem¬ 
edied when the question is next 
placed before the voters. 

All of which should be enough 
preaching from an amateur 
gadfly for one week.

Split Apparent Over Way to Proceed 

Chest Starts Name Reserve 
Annual Drive City Policemen 
For Funds 

Goal Set at $8,000 
Higher Than 1954 


The second reading of the 
ordinance boosting Sierra Ma- 
dre’s water rates 10 to more 
than 24 per cent was postponed 
for the second time Tuesday 
night at the City Council meet¬ 
ing. 

This in effect delays an in¬ 
crease in the rate to consumers 
for at least seven days, in addi¬ 
tion to the 30-day waiting 
period after the second reading. 

Both Mayor James and Coun¬ 
cilman Lome Pratt expressed 
doubts about the fairness of 
the proposed new rates. The 
other three councilmen, led by 
Harold Roberts, argued that the 
increase had been studied 
thoroughly and is as equitable 
as is possible. 

All the councilmen, however, 
agreed that higher water rates 
are nece.ssary if the city is go¬ 
ing to repair and maintain its 
pumping system. 

From now until the next 
meeting Oct. 18, councilmen 
will review the new rate struc¬ 
ture and continue their study 
of the new report prepared by 
City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington. 

The report outlines the city’s 
water needs for the next 10 
years and sets up a system to 
meet those needs. 

Bevington, who has spent much 
time and effort studying the 
proposed new rate system, said 
that Sierra Madre’s minimum 
and maximum rates at present 
W'ore near or higher than the 
average maintained by many 
other cities in this area. 

The medium rates, however, 
are much lower, he added. This 
is why the new system appears 
to increase unfairly for medium 
consumers, Bevington explained. 

It is on this point that most 
of the opposition — including 
that of Mayor James and Coun¬ 
cilman Pratt—is centered. 

Six letters were read at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting protesting the 
contemplated rate boost. 

A letter from Mother M. Tar- 
cissia of the Sisters of St. Fran¬ 
cis, Mt. Alverna, 240 Wilson 
Ave., said that the new rates 
would “impose a great hard¬ 
ship on us.” ’The convent is 
one of the city’s highest con¬ 
sumers of water. 

Other letters of protest were 
sent to the council by John L. 
Fitzgerald, an attorney with 
offices at 38 N. Baldwin; Sera- 
flno Frafeearoli, a nurseryman 
of 629 E. Grandview; Ira A. 
Brown, 168 N. Mountain Trail; 
Leland M. Evans, 156 N, Bald¬ 
win, and Charles N. Portland, 
633 E. Grandview. 

Under the proposed increase, 
a present bi-monthly bill of 
$2.50 would be increased to 
$2.75. A bill of $3.70 would 
jump to $4.15; $4.70 to $5.55, 
and $5.70 to $6.95. 

Increases would start at 10 
per cent, increase to 24.6 per 
cent and then decline to 10 per 
cent.

No Increase Seen in 
School Tax Proposal

Semanons to 
Get Director 


Sierra Madreans actually will 
pay nearly the same .school tax 
rate next year even if the pro¬ 
posed increase is approved by 
the voters Jan. 31. 

This was revealed by School 
Supt. Charles A. Skutt last 
Thursday at the .second meet¬ 
ing of the Civic Affairs Assn, 
in the Sierra Madre School. 

Equally important, Skutt ex¬ 
plained, all of the proposed in¬ 
crease of 55 cents per $100 of 
asses.sed valuation will go to 
Sierra Madre. It can be spent, 
if approved, at the discretion 
of the local School Board. 

Our present school tax rate 
is 3.1314. Because of a reduc¬ 
tion in the high school general 
rate, which goes to Pasadena 
schools, the 1955 figure, with¬ 
out the increase, will be 2.5780. 

Including the rate increase, 
taxes will rise to 3.1280. 

Armed with this information, 
the a.ssociation is planning a 
series of meetings to inform 
local ro.sidents on the tax elec¬ 
tion, hoping it will be accepted, 
according to John Curtis, presi¬ 
dent. 

"Sierra Madre is a progres¬ 
sive city of proud people,” said 
Curtis. "I cannot possibly imag¬ 
ine their failure to rise to the 
necessary support of their pub¬ 
lic schools next Jan. 31 . . . 
once they are made aware of 
the acute .school need. 

"We will bring the issue 
squarely to the attention of all 
citizens and organizations. This 
done . . . we have full faith in 
the right decision of Sierra 
Mtdre.”

There must have been many 
other writers of distinction for 
whom Sierra Madre has some 
right to feel kinship. 

John Muir certainly loved 
our mountain trails and must 
have frequented our town, 
though he never lived here. 
Sierra Madre Villa was Helen 
Hunt Jackson’s base of opera¬ 
tions while she gathered mate¬ 
rial for "Ramona”—and Holling 
Clancy Holling, creator of the 
most beautiful and informative 
books for juveniles in the Amer¬ 
ican scene today, lives there 
now. 

James Hilton used to love to 
come here and hike our trails. 
And I wonder if Gutzom Borg- 
lum didn’t do any writing while 
he lived here. Eugene Field 
was for some time the guest of 
Dr. Norman Bridge here. 

If Harold Carew, beloved by 
many wTiters and author of 
"History of Pasadena and the 
San Gabriel Valley,” were still 
alive I’ll bet he could tell us 
of a number of noted writers 
who got some of their Inspira¬ 
tion here. And can’t we claim 
Jim and Maggie Richardson, 
who live in the Oaks but be¬ 
long to us more than to Ar¬ 
cadia? 


crop than does anyone else, and 
for years the New York Times 
regarded Bob as its main 
source of information here¬ 
about. He wrote a great deal 
for that most excellent new.s- 
paper, which means that he 
writes exceedingly well. 

So far as I know. Bob has 
always been too busy to write 
any books, but he has been the 
guide, counselor and friend of 
all who did. Harlan Ware. Rich¬ 
ard Armour and many others 
have sipped wisdom—among 
other thing.s—at Bob’s. 

1 have long held the convic¬ 
tion that the newspaper writer 
has far more to do in influ¬ 
encing our daily lives than 
have all the w'riters of big 
books.

the art world. There are. how¬ 
ever, in this country individual 
artisans, in the various lields 
mentioned, who are on a par 
with the be.st of their foreign 
counterparts. Rupert Deese is 
one of these. 

His work has a “character” of 
its own. This display (with the 
e.x'ception of two or three pieces 
which 1 suspect were experi¬ 
mental) holds fogether; there 
is a homogenous qualitj'. A sin¬ 
gle creative mind engineered 
each and all. 

Deese’s shapes are subtle and 
his decor is suave. Because of 
this, they probably will not 
“bang-you-in-the-eye ” It takes 
a degree of exposure to “pick 
up” on the rich glazes and 
tasteful decoration. Ho uses no 
gimmicks. This is good, sound 
"potting,” artistically directed. 

The work, from start to fin¬ 
ish, is neat—the product of an 
orderly, thoughtful mind. The 
insides ,the bottoms—there is 
not a neglected or careless 
spot. This is Deese—thoughtful, 
meticulous. 

His shop is neat and effi¬ 
ciently planned. His molds are 
as carefully made as is his 
ware. lie handles each new¬ 
born pot as though “this was

Two top-fight California pot¬ 
ters are showing in the cases 
this rfionth at the Sierra Madre 
Library. Rupert Deese, the bet¬ 
ter known of the pair, domi¬ 
nates the exhibit w'ith about 45 
pieces. Anthony Ivin, because 
of other commitments, sent 
only three pieces. 

Rupert Deese is one of those 
rarities, an artist who makes 
his living as an artist. He does 
not compromise his taste for 
the market (or if he does, it's 
unnoticeable) nor does he hire 
assi.stants to speed up his out¬ 
put. 

Ho has slowly but soundly 
built a reputation as top de¬ 
signer-craftsman. Deese creates 
with the eye of a sculptor and 
the practicality of an engineer. 
This is the essence of good de¬ 
signing His shapes are cleanly 
conceived and executed with a 
warmth and intimacy that you 
find only in the works of the 
“individual” craftsmen. 

Though Dee.se’s basic forms 
arc cast in molds, his manipu¬ 
lation of surfaces and “lips” 
and deftly handled decoration 
gives each finished pot that 
“personal” feel. His pottery will 
hold its own, either as a deco¬ 
rative object or as a functional 
acce.ssory. 

Unlike the Scandinavians 
who have always held a spe¬ 
cial spot in the world of crafts, 
we perhaps have not developed 
a “national characteristic” in 
this country. They have earned 
their reputation by consistent 
leadership in the creation of 
fine pottery, metal, glass, tex¬ 
tiles, etc. 

The Scandinavians are geo¬ 
graphically and culturally 
clo.sely knit while we in Amer¬ 
ica, a “mulligan” of culture.s, 
are spread over a largo area

Fire Walls 

The terms “incombustible” 
and "fire resistant” have been 
so widely and loosely used 
that their meanings have be¬ 
come confused. 

Redwood is not incombusti¬ 
ble; it will burn.

Redwood fire walls are usu¬ 
ally of crib construction, built 
of 2x4, sometimes 2x6, with 
pieces spiked together verti¬ 
cally making a 4 or 6 inch 
thick wall. The construction is 
not expensive and has proven 
effective.
